Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-3 and 5-9 and 1 1 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 2-3 and 5-9, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests the glaze 
layer according to claim 3 containing at least one of phosphate ion, sulfate ion, fluoride ion and 
chloride ion in a content of 0.5 to 10 mol %. 

Regarding claim 1 1, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests the glaze layer 
according to claim 1 1 formed by adding at least one of K3PO4 powder, BaSC>4 powder, CaF 
powder and KCI powder.
